
GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 






Jockey William Shaw droi)ped in upon his old 
employer, G. E. Smith, at the Imperial Hotel in 
New York several days ago, after a winter of 
leisure at his home in the western part of Indian 
Territory. Shaw hoas been doing nothing, or next 
to nothing, during the off season, but has take* on 
little flesh and only needs a little good work with 
the Keene youngsters at Brookdale to put him in 
shape to repeat his triumphs of last season, when 
he headed the list of winning jockeys on the met- 
ropolitan tracks by a good margin. 

He quits the services of Mr. Smith, to whom he 
has been under contract for two years, to wear the 
“white, blue sp)ots” of the Messrs. Keene at a salary 
said to be $15,000. 

Mr. Smith will reserve second call on the boy’s 
services, but as his stable is a small one and Mr. 
Keene’s quite an extensive one, he will in all proba- 
bility be seldom seen in the “purple and canary 
cap” of the noted plunger. Shaw will report at 
once to James Rowe at Brookdale and help to get 
the string in shape for the season’s racing. 

Plans are rapidly being perfected for the club 
bouse and grand stand that will adorn the new 
course to be built in the Kenmore and Kenilworth 
suburbs of Buffalo. The club house will be more in 
the Colonial than any other style of architecture, 
and will be three stories in height. The main floor 
will bo surrounded by a broad veranda, while the 
second floor will have the windows overlooking the 
piazza roof. The third floor will have gable win- 
dows. 

The promoters of the new track have been to 
Memphis studying the plans of that course. Mr. 
Hankins, in company with Fred D. Foss, found 
much which can be used with profit at the Buffalo 
track. The plan of the Memphis stables, it is 
thought, will be used. These are arranged in 
blocks with the kitchens at the corners. It makes 
the danger from fire less and keeps flies away from 
the horses in training. In every aitpointment the 
new course will be up to any of the new tracks in 
the country. 

The ironwork to be used for the grand stand will 
be ready by March 20, and as soon as the frost is 
out of the ground work will begin. If weather con- 
ditions are good the track will be finished before 
June 1. 

The stake events for the coming meeting, it is 
said, will be prepared next week and the services of 
some of the most prominent horsemen in Kentucky 
will be enlisted. It is said that at Buffalo it will 
cost less to nominate and start a horse than ou any 
of the other big tracks.— Daily America.

A great sensation has been caused in English turf 
circles by the announcement that two of the most 
prominent English jockeys, Fred Rickaby and Otto 
Madden, have been refused licensee by the stewards 
of the Jockey Club to ride during the forthcoming 
season, and also that Rickaby has been warned off 
the Newmarket Heath. The cause is stated to be 
that the pair have been associating with bad char- 
acters on the turf, their names being brought into 
the Goudie case indirectly, and also that they are 
guilty of offenses under the rules of racing. 

Madden, who headed the winning jockey list last 
year, rode for Marsh. Rickaby, who was first horse- 
man for Lambton’s stable, frequently had a mount 
on the horses of Lord Durham, one of the stewards 
of the Jockey Club. 

Several other English jockeys haVe been severely 
reprimanded. Up to the present the list of jockeys 
who received licenses for the coming season does 
not include Tod Sloan, but that he has strong pros- 
pects of getting a stewards’ permit is shown by his 
presence several days ago at Newmarket, where he 
was on the back of Velves, one of the prominent 
Lincolnshire Handicap candidates.
